Public Aid Drops 

Springfield, 111. — Illinois 
public aid rolls continued to 
decline for the fourth succes- 
sive- month, with 895 fewer 
persons in July, according to 
a release today by Harold O. 
Swank, director of the Illinois 
Department of Public Aid. 

,. Swank .said the ; decline, 
which is at a * much slower 
rate than the previous three 
months, brought the public 
aid rolls down to 417,413 — a 
reduction of 23,439 from the 
July 1962 total of 440,852. In

Red Cross and Navy Join 
Hands To Save Lives 



Over 2,500 Great Lakes re- 
cruits who recently received 
smallpox vaccinations had an 
opportunity September 14 to 
put their blood to work in 
an unusual way, as a joint 
Red Cross-Navy team launch- 
ed a - 'massive one-day- collec- 
tion of blood to be used to 
prepare a little known life- 
saving drug. Vaccinia Im- 
mune Globulin. 

The serum, known as 
"VIG" to doctors, is used to 
fight severe — although rare 
— infections some persons de- 
velop after smallpox vaccina- 
tions. The new drug can be 
made only from the blood of 
persons who have recently 
received smallpox vaccina- 
tions, 

The joint blood clinic at 
Croat Lakes, sponsored by 
Naval Medical Research Unit 
[•'our and the Red Cross,

pqx vaccinations to donate 
blood, said,' "Vaccinia Im- 
mune Globulin is a product, 
derived from human blood, 
which falls into the category 
of a life-saving drug for emer- 
gency. This 'hyperimmune 
serum' may be used to treat 
non-immune persona ex- 
posed to smallpox. The ma- 
jor use, however, Is for the 
treatment of the small per- 
centage of people, usually 
children, who have reactions 
to smallpox vaccinations of 
such severity to endanger life 
or cause permanent disabil- 
ity." 

Before the development 
and subsequent successful 
tests of V1G on humans three 
years ago, doctors had no 
specific treatment for infec- 
tion cases with severe and 
opened at a.m. in Building I sometimes fatal results. Scr-

ious reactions to smallpox 
vaccinations, are extremely 
rare — occurring possibly only 
once in several hundred 
thousand times. 

Generalized vaccinia ac- 
counts for many of the na- 
tion's reported cases handled 
by the Red Cross prograh. 
Instead of being sick for a 
week or ten days, as is usual, 
they were greatly improved 
in 24 hours after VIG injec- 
tions, and were well in the 
next three to five days. 

The second type, eczema 
vaccinatum is most often 
found In treatment of chil- 
dren. In these cases, the 



causing secondary vaccina- 
tions in whole areas of the. 
body. Mortality rates have 
ranged as high as 40 per cent 
without VIG treatment. Pa- 
tients receiving early* VIG 
treatment usually show rapid 
and dramatic improvement. 

Accidental infection usual- 
ly happens when a person 
touches his or another's fresh 
vaccination, transferring the 
live, virus to a skin cut, rash, 
or even his eye. Children 
frequently infect themselves 
in this manner. 

Vaccinia necrosum is con- 
sidered the most, dangerous 
complication of smallpox vac- 
cination. Before VIG, cases 
were considered fataj. Gen- 
eral response to treatment 
with the new drug has been 
good, with marked improve- 
ment shown in most cases. 

Dr. James H. Pert, research 
director of the Red Crqss na- 
tional blood program, esti- 
mates 5,000 units of VIG will 
be used in 1064. Doctor 
Perl's estimate, when com- 
pared with figures from 1960, 
1961, and 1962, indicate a 
mushrooming use of the vac- 
cine. In 1960 onty 11 units 
were used. In 1961 1,236 
units were used and 1,979 
units went to patients in 1962. 

Dr. Pert says, "Before 
when VIG was not available, 
little could be done in a spe- 
cific way for the patient."

Chief Garey Is in the Naval 
Reserve.

Garey has a colorful his- 
tory, lie was born in Vladi- 
vostok, Eastern Maritime 
Province of Siberia. His 
father, Colonel Constantino 
Kazy-Garey, was a member of- 
the Imperial Russian Army 
Kngineers. At the age of Ifl. 
Boris joined the Russian 
White Army after studying 
at a Russian Military Acad- 
emy at Chabaroesk. 

Carey's brother, Lt Alex- 
ander Kazy-Garey, was killed 
.in action by the communists. 
His father was killed while 
fighting against a bolshevik 
uprising In southern Russia. 

After the White Army had 
been completely defeated, 
Chief Garey escaped possible 
execution by fleeing to Man- 
churia. 

The American YMCA help- 
ed Garey to come to the U. S.

and he reached San Francisco 
in 1923. He worked in the 
Chicago area about five years, 
thou, enrolled at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, majoring in 
Mechanical Engineering. 

The depression cut short 
Garey's college career after 
two years. In 1932. he op- 
ened a small automotive re- 
pair service at 311 Madison 
Ave. in May wood. 

In October of 1942, Garey 
enlisted in the U. S.* Navy 
as a Motor Machinist's Mate, 
2nd class. He served in tho 
PT Boat Fleet in the Philip- 
pine Islands until his dis- 
charge from active duty in 
1946. He had been promot- 
ed to Chief Petty Officer hi 
1945.

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Cobwebs of Rumor 

Fighting a rumor is like fighting cobwebs. 
It malU-rs liule wliether the rumor has any ele- 
ment of truth or is completely baseless. Few peo- 
ple who hear the rumor will bother to investigate 
to find out how much truth there is in it. And 
even if they tlon't completely believe it, a doubt 
"is created. 

The fund for building Countryside Hospital 
is at present threatened with such a rumor. A 
rumor thai the* Hospital, if completed, will be 
run by a "clique" who will operate it for their 
own profit. 

The Hospital has been chartered by the Cor- 
poration JVpl. of the office of the Secretary of 
•State as non-profit. This charter must- be renewed 
yearly. 

There are ten men on the Rourd of Directors 
of the hospital. "A "report iVf the finances of the 
hospital must be read at every monthly meeting 
of this Hospital Hoard, according to one of the 
board members. 

So- it would require, if not the active collus- 
ion, of all board members, the collusion of several 
plus complete apathy and disinterest on the part 
of those not in collusion, if board members took 
a profit front the hospital.

■A fluorescent orange glow 
belt bns been produced to re- 
place the traditional white 
Snm Browne. Patrol- bolt, and 
ts now being distributed to 
Illinois and bulimia schools 
by the Chicago Motor Club, 
sponsors of the Patrol move- 
ment since 1920. 

Gtfrdon Llndqulst, of the 
motor club's traffic safety de- 
partment, announced that the 
new orange belts will be dis- 
tributed to schools when they 
order replacements for their 
current supply of white belts. 
The- white belts have been In 
general use since they were 
first distributed to the School 
Safety Patrols by the Chicago 
Motor Club 43 years ago. 

Llmiqutst said ttiat the new. 
belt, wpt Its orange /luoit- 
escent exterior, offers great- 
er visibility. The orange 
belt ts made of textiles and 
plastic, he said, and In addi- 
tion to being strong, light- 
weight, and flexible, it has 
the same .adjustments >. for 
size that are available In the' 
white bell. 

The club announced the 
development or the orange 
Patrol belt In a letter sent to 
all school principals in the 
Club's Illinois-Indiana terri- 
tory. The letter said 4 in part: 
"The 'Chicago Motor Club 
decided to adopt this new belt 
after three years of extensive

veal ..that it offers greater 
visibility, . is. more durable. 
and is easier to keep clean 
than the white belts. Wher- 
ever tested, teachers, parents, 
and students were unanimous 
in their approval. 

"As you replace the white 
hells with the new ones, we 
suggest you start giving the 
orange Patrol belt to the 
School Safety Patrol boys and 
girls assigned to your most 
hazardous intersections." 

There arc approximately 
00,000 white Patrol belts 
now In use by School Safety 
Patrols In the Chicago Motor 
Club's Illinois and Indiana 
territory. The Patrol move- 
ment, now international in 
scope, is credited with the 
savings of at least 17,000 lives 
in Illinois and Indiana alone 
since Its founding by the 
motor club in 1020r^ :
